Victoria this week as a mem- 

ber of the Columbia Basin 

Commission, saw Premier 

Byron Johnson on the matter 

and said he was “Very recep- 

tive” to the idea, 

Mr. Dill said there was no 
hope of getting additional power 
in the northwest when if’ is 
needed most until 1953 unless 
British Columbia will store water 
in the lakes for use in winter. 

Premier Johnson, Dill said, “is 
willing to go into the matter in 
detail, It is not a question of 
whether .
